MUNICIPAL  MIDWIVES. 

There  were  six  midwives  practising  in  the  Borough  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  ; an  additional  one  was  appointed  towards  the  end  of  April  and 
two  left  at  the  end  of  April,  leaving  five  practising  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  municipal  midwives  attended  430  confinements  including  non- 
residents and  medical  aid  was  sought  in  153  cases. 

128  on  account  of  mother  or  expectant  mother. 

23  on  account  of  infant. 

2 on  account  of  mother  and  infant. 

Two  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  the  cases  booked  by  municipal  mid  wives, 
and  one  occurred  where  a Doctor  was  engaged  and  the  midwife  was  acting 
as  a Maternity  Nurse. 


Midwives. — 100  midwives  gave  notice  of  intention  to  practise  within  the 
Borough  during  1943  ; 78  were  attached  to  institutions  (28  at  the  Derby 
Royal  Nursing  Institution,  2 at  the  Queen  Mary  Nursing  Home,  26  at  the 
City  Hospital,  5 at  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  14  at  the  Women’s  Hospital, 
and  3 at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital).  18  were  connected  with  the  Health 
Department  (including  one  School  Nurse)  and  4 practised  privately  (one  of 
these  being  resident  outside  the  Borough). 

Of  the  4 midwives  practising  privately  in  the  Borough  two  did  not  attend 
any  cases  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  the  remainder  attended  140  cases 
(138  births  and  2 stillbirths).  Medical  aid  was  sought  in  33  cases,  27  on 
account  of  the  mother  and  6 on  account  of  the  infant.  11  visits  to  midwives 
were  paid  and  4 interviews.

CHILDREN  OF  PRE-SCHOOL  AGE. 

The  scheme  for  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  of  pre-school  children 
was  continued  as  far  as  possible  during  1943,  but  shortage  of  staff  curtailed 
the  number  of  examinations. 

During  the  year  under  review,  routine  medical  inspection  was  carried 
out  in  1,093  children  of  two,  three,  and  four  years  of  age.  Of  this  number, 
125  were  admitted  to  school  during  the  year  and  particulars  of  the  treatment 
of  those  cases  are  included  in  that  part  of  the  Report  deahng  with  school 
children.  Of  the  remaining  968  routine  Medical  inspections,  312  children 
were  referred  for  treatment  and  400  placed  under  observation.  In  a number 
of  these  cases,  children  with  more  than  one  defect  are  included  under  both 
headings.  The  number  of  individual  children  requiring  treatment  or  observa- 
tion, or  both,  was  636.  In  addition,  891  re-inspections  and  41  special  examina- 
tions were  made. 

Treatment.— The  clinics  of  the  School  Medical  Service  (excepting  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics)  are  available  for  both  toddlers  (2 — 5 years)  and  children 
under  2 years  of  age  seen  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 
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Below  is  a statement  of  cases,  showing  the  numbers  in  both  of  those 
groups  of  children  which  were  referred  to  the  various  clinics  during  the  year.

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III— SCHOOLS  & SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

GENERAL  REVIEW. 

For  reasons  of  economy,  the  report  for  1943,  as  for  1942,  consists  chiefly 
of  a summary  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 

Staff. — We  lost  yet  another  member  of  the  staff  in  1943.  Dr.  Mary 
McCormick,  a most  valuable  colleague,  who  was  occupied  part-time  on  the 
School  Medical  Service,  was  recalled  for  hill-time  duty  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
To  offset  this  loss  in  a small  degree,  we  obtained  the  assistance  of  a woman 
medical  practitioner,  who  gives  three  sessions  a week  to  medical  inspection. 
We  were  also  unfortunate  to  lose  the  services  of  Dr.  Whiles,  our  Psychiatrist, 
who  was  called  to  the  Forces  in  March.  We  were,  however,  able  to  recruit 
a capable  substitute,  Dr.  L.  H.  Rubinstein,  to  undertake  temporary  duty 
for  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  During  1943  three  more  Cleansing  Attendants 
were  appointed  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  they  took  over,  after  appropriate 
training,  the  cleanliness  inspection  in  school,  thus  setting  free  the  School 
Nurses  for  other  duties.  The  medical  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about 
50%  of  our  pre-war  strength. 

Developments. — In  March,  the  new  clinic  at  City  Road  was  opened. 
It  is  being  used  chiefly  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies,  and  its  equipment  has 
facihties  for  both  treatment  and  disinfection  of  clothing  at  the  same  time. 

Schedules. — As  might  be  expected  from  this  depletion  of  staff,  the  pro- 
gramme of  work  for  the  year  was  again  seriously  curtailed.  Sixteen  of  the 
elementary  schools  could  not  be  inspected  and  of  the  secondary  schools, 
Parkfields  Cedars  and  Homelands  were  also  left  over. 

Ancillary  Care. — Not  only  was  the  milk  scheme  fully  maintained  during 
the  year,  but  a great  extension  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  provision 
of  meals.  Many  more  school  canteens  were  opened  and  it  is  expected  that 
early  in  1944  there  will  be  a canteen  in  every  school  block.  There  will 
therefore,  be  adequate  facihties  for  every  school  child  to  have,  without  any 
inconvenience,  a first  class  mid-day  meal. 

Number  of  Exurninotions.  The  number  of  routine  medical  inspections 
dropped  sharply  in  1943  and  there  was  also  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  special  and  re-inspections. 

Uncleanliness. — There  is  no  improvement  in  this  condition — in  point  of 
fact  there  was  an  increased  number  of  children  discovered  to  be  verminous 
in  1943.  It  should  be  added,  however,  that  in  an  endeavour  to  ascertain 
and  consequently  improve  matters,  the  number  of  sessions  given  to  this  work 
was  increased  during  the  year,  and  this  may  account  for  the  extra  number 
discovered.  I am  afraid,  while  war  conditions  remain,  that  it  would  be  over 
optimistic  to  anticipate  any  great  amelioration  in  this  unhygienic  state  of 
affairs. 


Scabies.— The  Clinic  in  City  Road  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  by  the 
Benzyl  Benzoate  method  was  opened  in  March.  From  this  date  until  the 
end  of  the  year,  828  cases  of  ^cables  were  treated.  More  important  than 
the  number  was  the  age  distribution,  e.g.,  school  children  494  nre-sehnnl 
children  108  and  young  persons  and  adults  226.  We  are  now’ making  an 
effort  to  treat  whole  families  and,  as  the  development  of  Scabies  is  so  gradual 
the  Ideal  method  would  be  to  treat  not  only  those  infected,  but  all  members 
of  the  family,  even  if  some  were  apparently  free.  This  has  not  been  possible 
up  to  now,  with  the  result  that  there  have  been  some  recurrent  cases  On 
the  evidence  available,  however,  it  is  not  possible  to  say  definitely  whether 
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those  were  cases  which  were  never  completely  cleared  up,  or  whether  they 
were  re-infections.  It  can  be  said,  however,  that  while  one  untreated  case, 
however  slight,  remains  in  the  home,  recurrent  cases  amongst  those  successfully 
treated  will  invariably  be  found.  With  regard  to  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease,  there  was  no  evidence  that  it  had  abated  in  any  degree  during  the  year. 

Nutrition. — ^The  touchstone  of  the  health  of  school  children  is  probably 
the  percentage  found  to  be  suffering  from  malnutrition,  as  this  condition  is 
indicated  by  a variety  of  factors  including,  amongst  others,  height  and  weight 
for  age,  colour  and  posture,  muscular  development,  susceptibility  to  minor 
ailments,  and  mental  alertness.  Judged  by  this  standard  there  was  little 
change  from  1942,  and  the  inspecting  medical  officers  are  agree^d  that  there 
is  Uttle  evidence  of  deterioration  in  the  physical  condition  of  the  children. 
The  averages  of  heights  and  weights  of  several  hundred  boys  and  girls  of  the 
routine  age  gi’oups,  compared  with  other  years,  constitute  another  viewpoint, 
in  that  they  reflect  a picture  of  the  mass.  The  averages  were  summarised 
for  1943  and  they  are  put  in  a table  along  with  the  averages  for  1919,  1925. 
1935  and  1941.  The  numbers  of  1943  are  much  smaller,  which  is  unfortunate, 
as  the  smaller  the  number  of  children  the  greater  the  possibility  of  statistical 
error.  This  interesting  comparison  shows  that  in  1943  the  children  were 
heavier  and  taller  in  every  class  than  their  equivalent  age  groups  of  1919, 
1925  and  1941.  The  1943  groups  were  superior  also  to  those  of  1935  with 
two  exceptions — the  weights  of  8 and  12  year  old  girls.  Although  it  would 
be  unwise  to  interpret  these  figures  too  liberally,  I think  we  can  justifiablv 
reason  from  them  that  the  standard  of  nutrition  of  Derby  school  children 
in  1943  was  not  only  maintained,  but  was  probably  slightly  raised.  It  will 
be  interesting  to  see  in  the  future  how  the  war  babies  will  compare  with  the 
5 year  old  children  of  pre-war  years. 

Baths. — In  February,  1943,  we  were  offered,  for  the  use  of  school  children, 
the  Mobile  Bathing  Unit  of  Messrs.  Lever  Brothers,  which  had  been' instituted 
primarily  for  areas  which  had  been  severely  bombed.  This  Unit  comprises 
a boiler  in  which  water  can  be  speedily  heated  and  delivered  at  a desired 
temperature  to  a series  of  shower  baths.  These  showers  are  contained  in 
eight  cubicles,  which  allow  room  for  undressing  and  bathing.  The  Unit  visits 
11  schools  in  rotation  and  offers  bathing  facilities  to  all  areas  of  the  town. 
In  1943,  no  fewer  than  22,759  baths  were  given,  an  average  of  615  per  week. 

All  the  services,  staff  and  equipment,  towels,  soap,  etc.,  are  provided 
by  the  firm. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  these  bathing  facilities  are  eagerly 
embraced  by  the  children  and  the  hygienic  effect,  though  difficult  to  assess 
precisely,  must  be  considerable.  1 hopi'  this  arrangement  may  prove  to  be 
the  forerunner  of  an  even  more  ambitious  scheme  when  normal  conditions 
again  prevail.  In  the  meantime,  I acknowledge  gratefully  the  value  of  this 
welcome  ancillary  service. 

General  observation. — The  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  has  been 
carried  out  under  considerable  difficulties  owing  to  the  depleted  medical  staff. 
We  have  had  to  curtail  the  number  of  sessions  on  which  a medical  officer 
visits  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics  and,  as  already  stated,  routine  school  medical 
inspection  has  fallen  badly  behind  schedule,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a modified 
scheme  had  been  introduced  earlier.  It  is  a pity,  but  it  appears  inevitable 
that  the  comparatively  urgent  work  of  the  clinics  must  take  precedence  over 
medical  inspection  in  schools,  although  the  latter  is  the  foundation  of  school 
medical  work.  Nevertheless,  matters  have  been  so  arranged  that  parents  and 
teachers  may  send  any  child  to  the  clinic  for  general  overhaul  if  he  shows 
signs  of  malnutrition  or  ill-health,  and  by  this  means  a general,  if  less  intensive, 
supervision  has  been  maintained. 
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SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

The  accommodation  in  Elementary  Schools  is  21,367.  The  number  of 
names  on  the  books  is  16,511  and  the  average  attendance  13,371.  These 
figures  do  not  include  the  Central  (Boys’)  School  and  Temple  House  Special 
M.D.  School.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

Medical  Inspection. 

Number  of  children  inspected.— The  total  number  of  children  inspected 
was  3,862.  Of  these,  1,939  were  boys  and  1,923  were  girls.  In  addition, 
751  children  were  brought  forward  for  special  examinations  by  head  teachers 
and  as  a result  of  the  nutritional  surveys.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT.

Minor  Ailments  Clinics. — The  total  number  of  children  attending  these 
clinics  was  18,342  and  the  number  of  attendances  was  63,395.  Of  this  number, 
14,306  examinations  (inspections  and  re-inspections)  were  made  by  Medical 
Officers. 

Scabies. — The  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  treated  during  the  year  was 
704,  as  compared  with  569  in  1942,  478  in  1941  and  215  in  1940.  In  addition, 
226  adults  were  treated  during  the  year. 

Dental  Clinic,  Mill  Hill  Lane. — The  Dental  Clinic  is  held  every  day  of 
the  week  (morning  and  afternoon).

Mr.  Arthur  Stafford,  School  Dental  Surgeon,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ Inspections. — The  Elementary,  Central  (Boys’)  and  Temple  House 
Special  M.D.  Schools  were  visited  once  during  the  year,  children  of  all  ages 
being  inspected.  The  Secondary  and  Nursery  Schools  are  not  included  in 
the  routine  scheme  and  were  not,  therefore,  visited.  Scholars  from  these 
schools  are,  however,  given  treatment  at  the  Dental  Clinic  on  being  referred 
at  School  Medical  Inspections  or  by  making  direct  application  for  it,  and 
these  cases  provided  521  special  inspections. 

127  sessions  were  spent  on  Elementary  School  inspections,  at  which 
14,971  children  were  examined.  It  was  found  that  16.0%  had  sound  teeth, 
24.2%  had  slight  defects  not  necessitating  treatment,  and  59.8%  required 
treatment. 

Of  the  8,956  children  found  to  be  requiring  treatment,  6,748  were  referred 
for  it,  and  the  usual  form  of  invitation  to  accept  treatment  was  issued  to 
their  parents,  with  the  result  that  70.9%  accepted  the  offer  of  treatment 
17.6%  refused,  while  from  11.5%  no  reply  was  received.  ’ 

Treatment. — Treatment  is  carried  out  every  day  of  the  week  at  the 
Central  School  Clinic,  where  three  surgeries  are  kept  constantly  occupied 
8,421  attendances  were  made  by  6,196  children  ; 5,101  fillings  were  inserted 
in  permanent  teeth  and  12  in  temporary  teeth  ; 7,423  temporary  teeth  and 
2,009  permanent  teeth  were  extracted,  for  which  purpose  4 463  general  anrl 
4 local  anaesthetics  were  used. 

The  number  of  permanent  teeth  extracted  remains  higher  than  is  to  be 
desired,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  592  of  these  were  sound  teeth  removed 
from  overcrowded  mouths  for  orthodontic  purposes.  There  was  the  usual 
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small  number  of  cases  for  the  treatment  of  gum  conditions  and  for  scaling 
and  polishing  of  teetli,  etc.,  with  none  of  outstanding  merit,  along  with  the 
construction  of  orthodontic  appliances  for  17  cases.”

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IV— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

'I’ho  plienonional  reduction  in  notifications  of  Diphtlicria  reported  last 
year  was  not  maintained,  as  cases  of  a very  serious  type  occurred  in  Feliruary, 
and  continued  to  he  v(“ry  prevalent  until  the  summer  holiday.  The  highly 
virulent  gravis  strain  was  much  in  evidence,  an  analysis  of  cases  typed  revealing 
this  to  he  the  endemic  variety  and  to  he  firmly  established  in  the  town. 

Constant  vigilance  is  essential  in  all  eases  of  throat  infection,  and  we 
cannot  relax  our  efforts  in  tlu'  fight  to  reduce  this  scourge  hy  the  only  proved 
means,  the  widest  and  most  ]KTsistent  inculcatimi  of  the  necessity  for 
immunisation  at  an  early  age. 

Scarlet  Fever,  happily  mild  in  type,  showed  its  regular  periodicity,  the 
increase  of  notifications  to  721  corresponding  with  a similar  peak  in  11)37. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  whiTcas  the  Measles 
epidemic  of  the  preceding  winter  gradually  hurnt  itself  out  by  the  summer. 

A disturbing  epidemic  of  acute  diarrhoea  amongst  children  in  attendance 
at  certain  schools  occurred  very  suddenly  in  the  summer,  and  proved  to  be 
Dysentery  of  the  Sonne  strain.  Happily  this  type  of  infection  is  not  very 
serious,  and  the  disease  did  not  8])read  hi'yond  the  families  first  infected.

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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES. 

Pneumonia. — Notifications  diminished  to  151  (209).  A few  cases  of 
influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified  in  February — March  and  more  in  November. 
Seventeen  notified  cases  were  fatal  ; 12  of  these  were  probably  complications 
of  influenza.  There  exists  a certain  laxity  in  notification,  as  many  deaths 
occur  in  persons  for  whom  no  notification  has  been  received. 

Influenza. — This  virus  infection  has  a well  established  periodicity ; 
community  infection  in  England  and  Wales  assumes  the  form  of  a curve  with 
minor  peaks  in  alternate  years  ; alternate  epidemics  seem  to  produce  more 
disturbance  in  the  public  health,  and  it  is  supposed  that  there  is  a rapid  loss 
of  immunity  after  previous  exposure.  The  country  suffered  greatly  from 
influenza  in  the  winters  of  1929,  1933,  1937,  whereas,  after  a moderate  epidemic 
in  1940,  there  was  no  serious  disturbance  in  1941. 

At  longer  intervals,  influenza  assumes  the  form  of  a pandemic,  spreading 
from  country  to  country  by  those  who  travel,  and  developing  extraordinary 
virulence,  as  was  manifest  in  the  great  pandemic  of  1918. 

Conditions  in  1943  were  interesting.  The  war  provided  a considerable 
influx  of  strangers,  and  great  coming  and  going  of  service  personnel,  yet  a 
far  greater  restriction  in  the  movements  of  the  general  population,  and  little 
contact  with  the  outer  world.  The  usual  biennial  rise  of  influenza  occurred 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  chiefly  in  February  and  March,  but  produced 
little  disturbance  in  the  general  public  health.  There  was  some  indication 
of  a trailing  infection  in  the  summer,  and  the  possibility  had  to  be  faced  of 
a serious  epidemic  in  the  winter.  This  developed  slowly  at  first,  then  rapidlv 
in  JNovemoer  to  reach  its  peak  in  mid-December,  producing  many  deaths 
amongst  the  very  old,  also  fatal  cases  in  the  adult  population,  but  little  serious 
disturbance  amongst  the  children.  Whole  families  were  struck  down  works 
and  office  staffs  greatly  depleted  and  doctors  were  overwhelmed  bv  the  number 
of  patients  to  visit  and  attending  their  surgeries.  Fortunately  the  epidemic 
subsided  rapidly  and  did  not  drag  on  into  1944. 

The  Regulations  for  the  Notification  of  Pneumonia,  Primary  and  Influenzal 
are  intended  to  enable  Local  Authorities  to  provide  nursing  assistance  if 
necessary  in  the  home.  Compared  with  the  number  of  cases,  very  few  notifi- 
cations were  received,  and  the  notifications  received  gave  no  criterion  as  to 
the  number  of  cases  with  lung  complications. 

An  analysis  of  the  deaths  recorded  for  the  period  brings  this  out  12 
cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  not  notified.  During  the  same  period 
at  least  15  deaths  from  Broncho  Pneumonia  were  registered,  influenza  not 
being  mentioned.  In  consequence  we  may  assume  that  the  figures  published 
as  deaths  from  Influenza,  both  locally  and  throughout  the  country,  were  far 
below  the  real  mortality  from  this  plague. 

Home  Nursing.— Trained  nursing  assistance  for  cases  of  Pneumonia  was 
provided  in  25  instances,  24  of  which  recovered.  For  certain  other  cases 
the  Works  Welfare  nurses  were  in  attendaiice.

Scarlet  Ferer. — In  urban  populations  the  periodic  rise  and  fall  in  number 
of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  is  well  known  ; there  was  evidence  in  1942  that 
more  cases  would  occur  in  1943 — in  fact,  721  were  notified,  spread  throughout 
the  year,  with  a slight  reduction  in  June  but  a marked  rise  in  the  autumn, 
the  peak  occurring  in  October.  Infections  were  invariably  mild  in  character. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  there  was  a constant  demand  for 
Hospital  accommodation  for  adults,  including  members  of  the  Forces  and  a 
greater  proportion  of  the  ehildren  had  to  be  nursed  at  home.  This  is  no 
detriment  to  the  child,  but  may  give  rise  to  occasional  difficulties  should  the 
mother  become  infected.  Three  families  had  a second  case  after  the  primary 
had  been  allowed  to  mix. 

The  local  population  is  not  (pate  normal  as  to  age  groups,  comprising 
a higher  proportion  of  strangers  and  young  adults  who  maj'^  be  susceptible  to 
infection.  Consequently  the  proportion  of  cases  in  the  age  group  “ 15  years 
and  over”  reached  27%  of  the  total  notifications. 

“ Return  Cases.” — A constant  turnover  of  cases  from  different  sources 
in  a busy  Hospital  is  bound  to  provide  examples  of  individuals  harbouring 
a new  strain  of  organism  in  their  throats  at  the  time  of  discharge.  This  cannot 
be  avoided,  as  neither  acute  nor  convalescent  cases  can  be  nursed  in  individual 
cubicles  or  small  blocks.  In  consequence,  a few^  so-called  “ return  cases  ” 
are  bound  to  occur,  and  the  records  show  that  seven  infecting  persons  produced 
eight  secondary  cases  after  their  return  home  ; two  occurred  quite  earl}^  the 
rest  from  16  to  27  days  after  discharge. 

Diphtheria. — The  year  began  quietly,  but  in  February  and  March  cases 
occurred  in  Pear  Tree  and  Litchurch  Wards  of  a very  serious  type,  two 
families  being  heavily  hit.  Further  prevalence  was  noticed  in  Castle, 
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Babington  and  Bridge  Wards,  with  sporadic  cases  elsewhere.  By  the  end 
of  June  about  170  had  been  notilied  and  9 Children  had  died.  The  weekly 
average  of  cases  tailed  off  during  the  summer,  but  increased  again  at  the 
end  of  ()ctob(T,  falling  to  sporadic  infections  in  December.  In  all,  226 
notifications  were  received.  An  incrt'asing  proportion  of  adults  were  sent 
to  Hospital,  including  members  of  the  Forces  ; many  of  these  and  several 
children,  notified  because  of  throat  s^nijdoms,  were  found  to  be  cases  of 
simple  tonsillitis. 


Type  of  infection. — Laboratory  investigation  of  type  w'as  carried  out  in 
172,  and  the  ])roportion  of  gravis  strain  w^as  very  high  almost  90%  ; gravis 
was  the  infecting  strain  in  nearly  all  adults  and  in  those  children  previously 
immunised,  many  of  the  latter  being  temporary  “ carriers.’  “ Intermedius  ” 
was  rarely  discovered.  The  fatal  cases  were  “ gravis  ” in  4 (3  others  were 
not  typed)  and  “ mitis  ” in  2.  Thus  “ gravis  ” has  become  established  as 
the  prevailing  type  of  infection,  and  constant  vigilance  is  essential,  for 
immunised  children  cannot  always  shake  off  a h(*avy  infection  of  this  virulent 
strain,  and  an  increasing  proportion  of  such  had  to  be  removed  to  Hospital. 

An  analysis  of  notifications  showed  that  clinical  diphtheria  was  present 
in  25  children  under  5 years  of  age,  in  97  children  aged  5 to  15,  and  in  46 
adolescents  and  adults,  168  in  all,  with  a further  13  bacteriological  infections 
and  temporary  carriers. 

To  repeat  what  has  b(‘en  so  often  stated:  “Almost  every  death  which 
now  occurs  from  diphtheria  must  be  charged  to  ignorance  or  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  parents.  Children  can  be  immunised  against  it  by  the  proper  use 
of  diphtheria  prophylactic.  In  the  few  cases  that  will  possibly  always 
develop,  chances  of  a fatal  termination  can  be  reduced  almost  to  the  vanish- 
ing point  l)y  early  antitoxin  treatment.” 


Diphtheria  in  the  Inoculated.  — Every  year,  either  on  clinical  evidence  or 
Ix'causi'  of  a bactc'riological  test,  notifications  are  received  of  persons  who  have 
been  prc'viously  immunised.  In  such  circumstances  it  may  be  a case  of 
tonsillitis  from  other  cause's,  with  or  witlumt  a temporary  carrier  condition 
of  the  germs  of  diphtheria.  In  others  there  has  been  a diphtheritic  infection, 
but  which  may  be  so  mild  as  to  cause  little  constitutional  disturbance,  and 
is  followt'd  by  ra])i(l  lecovery. 


It  is  to  be  expected  that  as  the  total  number  of  immunised  children 
increases,  more  of  such  may  be  included  in  notifications  of  diphtheria,  when 
the  disease  is  ]n-evalent.  During  1943,  56  children  were  so  notified,  4 being 
nursed  at  home  with  slight  symptoms  and  were  probably  temporary  carriers. 
Of  the  cases  admitted  to  Hospital,  11  were  bacteriological  infections  only, 
8 were  diagnosed  as  tonsillitis,  the  remaining  33  being  clinical  diphtheria, 
generally  mild  in  type  and  without  complications,  although  infected  by 
“ gravis  ” strains.  Three  further  cases  w'ere  sent  to  Hospital  as  “ carriers,” 
one  for  tonsillectomy,  after  infecting  other  members  of  his  family.  Two 
other  children,  immunised  in  Derby,  were  reported  from  other  districts  as 
cases  of  mild  diphtheria. 


Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. — The  case  for  artificial  immunisation  may  be 
put  broadly.  Diphtheria,  in  present  conditions,  levies  a toll  of  sickness 
incidence  of  ten  per  cent,  of  all  born  (at  some  period  in  childhood  or  later), 
with  a mortality  of  5 to  7 per  ],()()()  of  the  population,  and  a case  mortality 
of  five  per  cent.  Immunisation  reduces  the  incidence  of  sickness  to  one  per 
cent,  or  less,  with  zero  mortality.  No  other  preventive  measure  has  the 
slightest  influence  in  reducing  either  the  incidence  or  mortality  of  the  disease. 
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It  is  up  to  an  enlightened  parenthood  to  exercise  their  choice  as  to  whether 
their  offspring  shall  run  the  risks  of  grave  diphtheria  or  be  insured  against 
such  a calamity,  and  the  insurance  is  provided  free. 

This  work  is  exacting  and  entails  considerable  planning  to  enable  mothers 
to  attend  at  centres  near  their  homes.  Much  more  is  being  done  for  young 
children  and  those  in  attendance  at  our  23  Nursery  Schools  and  Nurseries. 
Very  few  fail  to  complete  the  series  of  injections. 

The  work  is  eminently  “ worth  while  ” and  we  are  encouraged  by  the 
statements  of  Head  Teachers  of  Infant  Schools,  who  report  that  most  entrants 
have  been  immunised  before  attaining  school  age. 

Apart  from  the  routine  testing  and  immunisation  of  Probationer  Nurses 
at  the  City  and  Children’s  Hospitals,  the  Royal  Institute  for  the  D(‘af  asked 
that  all  their  children  should  be  protected.  Most  of  tht'se  come  from  other 
areas,  a few  only  being  Derby  residents.  In  all,  101  “ strangers  ” were  com- 
pleted there  in  1943. 

Half-yearly  returns  are  now  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  of  those 
who  have  been  immunised,  and  at  the  end  of  1943,  70%  of  all  Children  between 
5 and  15,  and  47%  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  have  been  immunised, 

an  approximation  based  on  the  resident  population,  some  of  whom  have  bean 
immunised  elsewhere  or  by  their  family  doctors. 

Clinics,  1943. 

These  were  held  at  the  Central  Office,  at  Mateinity  and  Child  Welfart^ 
Centres,  at  all  Nurseries  and  Nursery  Schools  and  at  various  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Schools  by  appointment.

Enteric  Fever. — One  fatal  case  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  Hospital.  This 
woman  was  reported  to  have  suffered  from  diarrhoea  for  about  five  weeks 
before  consulting  a doctor.  No  history  could  be  obtained  as  to  anv  possible 
source  of  infection. 

An  immunised  member  of  the  Forces,  on  leave  from  overseas,  was  notified 
with  a tentative  diagnosis  of  Para-typhoid  B coupled  with  Malaria.  He  was 
nursed  at  home. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis.— Fourteen  cases  were  notified  and  a few  others 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  diagnosis.  The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  12  cas(‘s. 
including  one  from  the  Services.  (Seven  were  infants  under  1 year  of  age). 
There  were  three  deaths,  viz.,  2 infants  and  a child  of  4 years. 

Poliomyelitis. — One  case  was  notified  in  the  autumn. 

Measles. — The  epidemic  of  1942  continued  over  the  winter  and  subsided 
gradually,  the  last  case  occurring  in  August.  During  the  year  780  cases  were 
recorded,  with  two  deaths,  both  infants  of  six  months. 

Rubella.— A few  Service  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  in  the  late 
spring. 

A small  outbreak  started  in  the  Nuns  Street  district  in  June,  s])r('adintr 
slightly  and  slowly  during  the  second  half  of  the  year  ; about  50 ’casc's'were 
known,  but  there  may  have  been  many  others.  The  evidence  points  to  there 
being  a (jontinuing  infection  about  Christmas,  enough  to  infect  visitors  to 
the  Pantomime,  from  which  source  the  disease  seemed  to  be  derived  in  1944 
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Whooping  Cough. — This  disturbing  infection  has  always  been  one  of 
the  major  killing  diseases  of  young  children.  Whereas  fatal  cases  are  far  less 
frequent  than  in  earlier  decades,  its  ravages  continue  and,  as  the  mortality 
from  diphtheria  is  being  steadily  reduced  by  widespread  immunisation, 
Whooping  Cough  is  now  the  most  important  cause  of  child  mortality.  The 
numbers  of  children  infected  g('nerally  show  a biennial  rise  and  fall  in  urban 
communities,  and,  following  a low  morbidity  in  1942,  the  disease  was  very 
prevalent  throughout  1943.  Many  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis  are  not  notified, 
but  we  recorded  nearly  700  cases,  and  there  were  7 deaths.  Increasing  use 
was  made  of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  both  for  serious  cases  and  to  help  in  the 
family  problems  of  women  engaged  in  industry. 

For  its  population  Derby  is  exceptionally  well  provided  with  Nursery  Schools,  Nursery 
(lasses  and  War  Nurseries — 23  in  all — where  the  presence  of  undiagnosed  Whooping  Ctough 
may  become  a great  source  of  spread  and  a corresponding  cause  of  family  infection  and  limitation 
of  the  usefulness  of  mothers. 

The  functions  of  a public  health  service  being  the  control  of  the  spread  of  infection,  the 
reduction  of  mortality  by  every  possible  means,  and  the  diminution  if  possible  of  grave  illness 
and  superposed  complications  which  may  damage  children  for  life,  the  question  was  faced  in 
1941  Can  we  do  something  to  reduce  death,  grave  illness  or  even  morbidity  from  this  disease 
by  the  use  of  prophylactic  vaccines  ? 

Certain  claims  have  been  put  forw  ard  that  the  use  of  a suitable  Whooping  (k)ugh  vaccine 
will  protect  young  children  for  some  time  should  they  be  exposed  to  infection.  The  methods 
first  employed  were  tedious  and  only  suitable  in  private  practice.  The  optimum  dosage  has 
not  been  established,  nor  do  we  know  the  approximate  duration  of  the  acquired  immunity. 
It  is  clear  that  we  can  learn  much  by  field  trials ; the  combined  use  of  w'hooping  cough  vaccine 
of  the  proi)er  type  with  A.P.T.  for  diphtheria  immunisation  has  given  this  work  a new  orientation, 
and  makes  possible  the  use  of  municipal  clinics,  to  which  mothers  will  bring  their  children  for 
three  injections. 

We  have  found  that  parents  are  enthusiastic  to  make  the  trial  and  often  make  special 
requests.  They  understand  that  no  guarantee  of  full  immunity  can  be  given. 

The  amount  of  vaccine  a child  will  tolerate  varies  greatly,  but  can  be  graded  by  enquiry 
as  to  the  effects  noticed  after  the  first  injection. 

The  diagnosis  of  whooping  cough  in  its  earlier  stages  is  very  difficult  for  the  general 
practitioner  who  may  be  consulted  ; bacteriological  control  is  possible,  but  the  public  laboratories 
have  not  the  time  to  provide  large  numbers  of  plates  of  the  special  medium  for  this  purpose. 
Therefore  a scientific  control  of  the  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  inoculated  children  is  not  practicable 
save  in  nurseries,  should  suitable  laboratory  aid  be  available ; this  cannot  be  undertaken  under 
war  conditions. 

In  const'quence  we  have  to  rely  on  the  notification  of  infection  by  doctors,  parents,  teachers 
and  health  visitors,  and  get  our  evidence  indirectly,  when  the  health  visitors  report  on  the 
conditions  and  severity  of  cases  visited. 

Where  immunised  ch'ldren  have  contracted  whooping  cough  the  parents  are  the  first  to 
point  out  the  lessened  severity  of  the  disease,  when  this  is  manifest,  and  to  advertise  the  fact 
to  their  friends. 

We  have  learned  that  the  spasmodic  cough  is  less  frequent,  and  many  do  not  “ Whoop.” 
\’omiting  to  remove  the  tenacious  mucus  seems  to  be  the  commonest  complaint  (the  use  of 
expectorants  being  the  doctor's  province).  S3Tnptoms  do  not  last  as  long,  and  the  children 
generally  look  well,  unless  suffering  from  bronchitis. 

We  have  learned  also  that  the  early  use  of  fairly  large  doses  of  vaccine  in  children  who 
have  definitely  been  exposed  to  Whooping  Cough  is  of  very  great  value  in  aborting  the  disease. 
Experience  has  revealed  one  snag,  especially  in  Nurseries,  viz.,  the  difficulty  of  recognising 
the  onset  of  Whooping  Cough  infection  in  the  inoculated  at  a time  when  the  child  may  be  most 
infectious  to  others,  and  the  question  of  applying  exclusion  and  quarantine. 

Can  we  demonstrate  any  real  value  for  the  rather  tedious  work  and  the  cost  of  the  vaccine 
used  ? No  figures  could  be  compiled  as  to  exposure  of  the  immunised  to  infection,  save  in 
families  where  exposure  is  manifest  from  a primary  case.  In  such  cases,  there  may  be  a complete 
immunity,  a very  slight  malaise,  or  a definite  but  modified  attemk.  So  far,  very  few  examples 
have  come  to  hand  of  really  severe  illness,  which  would  imply  a failure  to  protect. 

Protection  may  be  better  if  recently  immunised,  but  this  is  just  an  impression.  Separate 
injections,  apart  from  diphtheria  prophylactic,  do  not  seem  to  be  so  successful. 
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By  the  end  of  1943  3,000  children  (approximately)  were  registered  as  “immunised.  hrom 
November,  1942,  to  the  end  of  1943  Whooping  Cough  was  diagnosed  in  192  of  these  immunised 
children;  183  were  definite  cases;  even  those  who  had  received  two  dOSes  only  seem  to  be 
helped  considerably. 

A rough  classification  based  on  symptoms  and  duration  of  illness  has  been  rnade ; 33^were 
very  mild,  66  mild,  54  were  modified  in  intensity,  but  associated  with  typical  whoop,  and 
32  were  rather  severe  attacks. 

DosagO. — The  primary  dose  I have  employed  approximates  12,000  mill,  vaccine,  the 
second  may  be  25,000  mill.,  and  the  third  up  to  30,000  mill.  Thus,  most  children  receive  a 
total  of  60,000  millions. 

Dysentery. — This  intestinal  infection  seems  to  be  endemic  in  England 
and  Wales.  Its  presence  is  a slur  on  personal  hygiene,  the  failure  of  somebody 
in  following  the  practice  of  hand  washing  after  going  to  the  closet,  and  with 
dirty  hands,  contaminating  the  food  or  drink  of  others. 

Flexner  dysentery  is  often  a source  of  trouble  in  Institutions  ; the  small 
outbreak  reported  last  year,  which  commenced  at  Christmas,  1942,  continued 
during  January  in  the  local  Institution,  17  more  cases  being  notified. 

The  Sonne  type  of  infection,  which  is  frequently  so  mild  in  character 
that  many  cases  never  come  to  the  notice  of  medical  practitioners,  is 
now  the  prevalent  strain.  Odd  cases  may  be  detected  and  notified,  but 
it  is  very  difficult  to  trace  the  source. 

An  outbreak  affecting  children  in  several  Council  Schools  occurred  on 
May  29th,  the  majority  of  those  infected  were  not  notified  (see  below). 

A small  epidemic  at  a local  Military  Camp  early  in  August  led  to  the 
removal  of  39  individuals  to  the  Isolation  Hosj)ital — Sonne  Dysentery  being 
confirmed  bacteriologically  in  27  of  these.  The  Medical  Service  Staff  rapidly 
controlled  this  outbreak. 

Apart  from  isolated  family  infections,  three  Proliationer  Nurses  and  one 
patient  in  the  local  Children’s  Hospital  were  notified  in  November.  The 
first  two  occurred  at  the  same  time  and  blamed  some  food  which  they  had 
eaten  at  a Milk  Bar,  but  no  other  cases  were  reported  in  the  town  during  this 
period. 

On  Monday  morning.  May  31st,  the  Headmaster  of  a Council  School  reported  that  a 
considerable  percentage  of  children  were  absent,  suffering  from  diarrhoea,  and  the  cause  was 
supposed  to  be  the  widespread  chewing  of  liquorice  root,  which  had  been  a popular  sale  at  a 
certain  shop. 

From  other  sources  information  was  received  that  children  attending  other  schools  were 
absent  with  the  same  complaint. 

During  the  week-end  a child  from  School  was  sent  to  Hospital,  suspectetl  dvscnlerv ; 
tliis  diagnosis  was  confirmed  and  found  to  be  Sonne  type. 

A rapid  field  investigation  followed. 

(a)  The  liquorice  root,  which  had  been  on  sale  and  was  popularly  blamed  for  the  outbreak  ; 
both  retailer  and  wholesale  dealer  had  cleared  their  stock.  A specimen  was  obtained 
from  one  boy  in  school  and  submitted  to  bacteriological  control ; this  was  found  to  be 
contaminated  with  harmless  soil  organisms,  but  no  dysentery. 

(b)  School  1 was  visited.  Scholars  were  ill  who  had  no  access  to  liquorice  and  there  was 
suggestive  evidence  that  some  portion  of  the  pasteurised  milk  supplied  on  Friday  morning 
(May  28th)  had  been  contaminated  ; e.g.,  a teacher  who  had  partaken  of  this  was  indisposed, 
and  a mother  who,  taking  milk  from  school  for  a sick  child  had  used  this  milk  herself,  as 
the  child  preferred  home  milk — the  mother  had  diarrhoea. 

(c)  All  Schools  receiving  this  milk  supply  were,  visited  and  some  others  which  obtained 
other  milk.  Cases  of  illness  coincided  with  the  milk  supply  under  investigation ; none 
of  Friday’s  supply  was  available  and  no  complaints  had  been  heard  from  any  child  as  to 
this  milk. 
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(d)  The  infection  had  been  of  a patchy  or  class  charaet(“r ; in  some  schools,  a few  children 
absent  ill,  in  others  infection  in  two  or  three  classes  only.  This  c<iuld  be  explained  by  the 
distribution  of  milk  crates  to  classes,  or,  where  taken  in  school  canteen,  the  possibility  of 
one  or  more  crates  only  being  contaminated.  The  general  supply  was  one  lorry  load,  and 
delivered  from  outside  the  Korough  esich  day,  to  certain  schools,  so  many  crates  according 
to  demand.  Some  crates  luul  been  contaminated,  others  were  obviously  free  from  suspicion. 

(e)  Milk  from  the  same  source  was  taken  on  the  Monday  and  following  days  for  sampling 
])urposes.  The  samples  taken  were  free  from  dysentery,  but  showed  a high  bacterial  coupt. 
No  indication  of  continuing  infection  was  obtained  and  the  supply  was  not  stopped. 

(f)  ’I’hone  contacts  were  made  with  private  practitioners  in  certain  districts  indicating 
the  malady  suspected.  They  gave  information  that  they  had  several  child  patients  under 
treatment  at  this  time.  Some  notifications  were  received,  and  further  bacteriologicaj 

control  indicated  that  the  cases  were  Dysentery  of  Sonne  type. 

The  epidemic  was  sharp,  some  being  ill  on  the  Saturday,  more  on  the  Sunday,  with  trailers 
during  the  next  week.  It  was  confined  to  school  children,  many  of  whom  were  slightly  ill  and 
had  returned  to  school  after  three  or  four  days’  absence.  There  was  no  spread  to  other  members 
of  the  scholars’  families.  Twelve  cases  were  notified  by  doctors ; a large  proportion  never  saw 
a doctor,  and  it  was  possible  that  about  200  had  l)een  ill. 

The  Milk  Supply. — The  .Medical  Ofheer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  dairy  was 
situated  was  kept  informed  and  acted  in  full  co  operation. 

He  reported  that  no  cases  had  occurred  in  h's  schools  nor  his  area.  He  investigated  the 
conditions  of  the  dairy,  and  found  two  workers  at  the  dairy  were  infected  after  the  Friday 
(?  infected  by  the  same  batch,  and  not  previous  “Carriers”),  the  rest  being  immune. 

He  carried  out  full  bacteriological  controls  of  the  milk  supply  and  the  pasteurising  plant, 
and  ordered  complete  cleansing  of  this  because  of  the  adverse  reports  on  the  bacteriological 
count.  After  cleansing,  this  plant  produced  a very  satisfactory  supply. 

No  real  evidence  cou'd  be  obtained  as  to  how  a certain  portion  of  one  batch  of  milk  from 
this  plant,  on  one  night  only,  was  contaminated  with  intestinal  organisms.  No  cases  of  dysentery 
ocemred  in  other  districts  receiving  the  same  bulk  supply,  on  the  Friday  nor  any  other  day. 

Diarrhoea  (children  under  2 years). — The  usual  investigations  are  carried 
out  in  all  deaths  reported  as  Gastro- Enteritis.  Three  were  cases  of  Broncho- 
pneumonia and  hand  fed  ; five  others,  hand  fed  ; a history  of  diarrhoea  was 
obtained  in  one  case  only,  two  of  the  mothers  having  been  ill  during  pregnancy, 
and  in  one  the  mothercraft  was  faulty  and  flies  were  reported  in  the  house. 
A further  case,  aged  8 months,  lived  under  unwholesome  conditions,  flies  were 
prevalent,  the  mother  was  ? tuberculosis,  and  the  cause  of  death  was  established 
by  the  Coroner  after  a P.M. 

Infective  Jaundice. — Very  few  cases  were  reported.

X-Ray  Work. — Owing  to  the  increase  in  work  and  treatment,  both  at 
the  Sanatorium  and  at  the  Clinic,  additional  equipment  was  purchased,  and 
a dark  room,  complete  with  a modern  processing  unit,  was  installed  in  the 
Clinic.  Pending  the  installation  of  the  x-ray  equipment  at  the  Sanatorium 
(finally  completed  in  October,  1943),  all  x-ray  work  and  screening  was  carried 
out  at  the  Clinic.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  services  of  a fully  qualified 
Radiographer  were  obtained.  The  following  figures  show  the  increase  in  the

Work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of  a pre-fabricated  hut  to 
provide  an  additional  18  beds.  Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  continued 
to  be  carried  out  on  an  increasing  scale. 


Thoracic  Surgery. — As  the  number  of  patients  undergoing  pneumothorax 
treatment  increased  it  became  necessary  to  start  a thoracic  surgery  unit. 
This  was  accordingly  done,  and  phrenic  operations  and  adhesion  sections 
were  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  to  develop  this  unit  more  fully  in  the  future 
when  equipment  becomes  available. 


Dental  Work. — ^This  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Sanatorium, 
and  where  necessary,  especially  in  cases  needing  anaesthetics,  these  patients 
were  sent  into  the  Sanatorium  for  short  periods. 


Orthopaedic  Cases. — Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  ortho- 
paedic cases  are  available  at  the  City  Hospital , where  they  are  seen  as  required 
by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  who  also  holds  certain  sessions  at  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  for  this  type  of  case.  Where  long-term  in-patient  treatment  is  required, 
patients  are  sent  to  the  Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital  by  arrangement 
with  the  Derbyshire  County  Authorities.

Considerable  dissatisfaction  became  apparent  amongst  patients  rejected 
mainly  on  grounds  of  chronic  disease),  and  in  order  to  rectify  this  situation, 
and  in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  patients  to  stay  away  from  work  and  thus 
help  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  the  Public  Health  Committee  passed 
a resolution  on  October  13th,  1943,  to  the  effect  that  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Ofl&cer  be  authorised  to  grant  allowances  in  chronic  cases  where  the  patient 
would  be  a danger  to  other  persons  if  allowed  to  remain  at  work,  providing 
the  patient  undertakes  to  receive  treatment  by  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer,  and  that  the  Chairman  and  Deputy-Chairman  be  authorised  to  deal 
with  any  exceptional  cases.

The  work  entailed  in  the  administration  of  the  above-mentioned  allowances 
necessitated  the  formation  of  the  Almoner’s  Department.  The  work  of  this 
Department  was  further  increased  by  the  formation  of  an  After-care  Committee 
in  November,  1943.  Besides  dealing  with  assistance  to  patients  by  providing 
such  necessities  as  bedding  and  clothing,  useful  contact  was  maintained  with 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  and  probable  employers,  with  a view  to  finding  suitable 
employment  for  the  patients,  and  where  necessary  the  provision  of  suitable 
courses  of  training.  A member  of  the  Estates  and  Housing  Department 
was  co-opted  on  the  After-care  Committee,  and  most  useful  work  was  done 
in  the  matter  of  the  re-housing  of  tuberculous  patients. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  brief  statement  of  the  activities  of 
Tuberculosis  Service,  that  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  improve  the 
methods  of  treatment;  and,  whilst  undergoing  such,  to  relieve  the  patient 
from  the  anxiety  of  financial  responsibilities,  and  to  make  every  endeavour 
to  find  suitable  and  satisfactory  employment  when  considered  fit  and  free 
from  infection.

VII— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

TO  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  DERBY. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1944. 

As  war  is  still  with  us,  I am  restricted  to  the  briefest  remarks. 

Owing  to  the  continued  shortage  of  Staff,  A.R.P.,  duties  and  the  continu- 
ance of  regional  Slaughtering  within  the  Borough,  our  activities  on  Sanitai-y 
matters  have  necessarily  suffered. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  now  passed  when  sections  of  our 
work  (I  now  allude  to  Food  Inspection  and  Sampling)  have  to  be  neglected 
for,  as  this  Report  shows,  there  is  a greater  need  than  in  times  of  peace  for 
this  work  to  be  most  rigidly  carried  out.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  per- 
centage of  adulterated  or  below  standard  sainples  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1938,  has  increased  100  per  cent,  and  that  the  number  of  samples 


t 
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taken  during  the  year  was  1.27  per  1,(X»0  population,  whereas  the  Govern- 
ment standard  is  3 per  1,000  population. 

The  year  has  again  shown  the  most  serious  overcrowded  conditions  in 
which  so  many  people  are  compelled  to  live,  owing  to  the  great  shortage  of 
houses.  It  is  with  regret  that  I hav(>  to  inform  the  many  people  who  come 
to  see  me  on  this  matter  that  1 camiot  lie  Ip  them  in  any  way  to  get  any  kind 
of  housing  accommodation.  Wliere  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  occur, 
they  shoukl  be  given  a Priority  position  on  the  Housing  Register  of  the  Borough 
E.states  and  Building  Director,  for  tiie  allotment  of  Council  houses,  when 
the  application  is  apj)roved  i)y  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  still  an  ever-increasing  number  of  houses  which  are  being  let 
to  more  than  one  family,  either  unfurnished  or  furnished,  and  outrageous 
rents  are  being  charged.  When  hostilities  are  over  houses  of  these  types 
will  present  serious  problems  in  getting  them  closed,  or  in  bringing  them  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  Local  Byelaws  for  House-let-in- lodgings. 

During  tlie  year  many  complaints  have  been  received  of  houses  infested 
with  bugs,  lieas,  beetles  and  ants,  and  this  has  caused  the  Department  much 
work.  Should  this  invasion  of  vermin  increase,  the  position  will  become  a 
most  serious  one. 

It  is  sornewliat  difficult  to  make  the  tenants  of  the  infested  houses  realise 
their  responsibilities  in  helping  to  rid  the  houses  of  vermin  ; when  this  help 
is  not  forthcoming  our  difficulties  are  increased  but  we  find  that  the  tenants 
are  beginning  to  be  more  willing  to  assist. 

As  in  previous  war  years,  our  activity  in  the  repair  of  property  is  still 
reduced  to  the  minimum,  and  there  is,  moreover,  much  difficulty  in  getting 
even  essential  repairs  attended  to. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  staff  during  the  year  took  34  samples  of  the  Corporation  supply  of 
water — 1 from  tap  over  sink  and  33  from  Factory  Dairies,  6 of  which  were 
unsatisfactory. 


Mr.  T.  B.  Farrington,  Water  Engineer,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ No  work  in  connection  with  le^ing  mains  or  extensions  to  mains  for 
building  operations  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  supply  of 
water  has  been  satisfactory,,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.”

With  the  exception  of  19  trough  closets  and  about  16  pail  closets,  and 
privy  cesspools,  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  fitted  with  water  closets. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  NOTICES. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  details  further  than  this  : — 

1,007  Preliminary  Hotices  were  served  to  abate  nuisances  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  or  Local  Acts.  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  in  53  instances,  5 under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act. 
During  the  year,  7,844  visits  were  made  under  the  Public  Health  Act ; 27 
under  the  Housing  Act. 

The  number  of  nuisances  abated  were  1,731. 

MILK. 

The  number  of  purveyors  registered  inside  the  Borough  is  37,  and  those 
from  outside  the  Borough,  51.  Inspections  of  the  herds  and  dairies  in  the 
Borough  were  regularly  carried  out,  and  veterinary  inspections  of  oiu*  cattle 
are  carried  out  each  quarter.

233  samples  were  taken  for  the  Phosphates  test ; 228  were  classed  as 
adequately  Pasteurised  and  5 as  inadequately  Pasteurised.  Regarding  the 
Methylene  Blue  and  Cohform  tests,  24  samples  were  taken,  7 of  which  did 
not  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  test ; 2 did  not  satisfy  the  Coliforra  test.  The 
number  of  samples  that  did  satisfy  both  tests  was  6,  and  9 did  not  satisfy 
both  tests. 


HOUSING. 

As  I have  said,  all  the  necessary  returns  have  been  made  as  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  report  as  contributed  by  the  Estates  and  Building  Director  on  Houses 
erected  during  the  year  1943,  January — December,  shows  no  alteration  from 
1939  report. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  houses  in  the  Borough,  but  restrictions 
on  building  prohibits  any  effective  measures  being  taken  to  alleviate  the 
position. 

There  would  be  difficulty  now  in  obtaining  immediate  possession  of  sites, 
is  all  the  land  acquired  for  housing  estates  is  being  utilised  for  food  production. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Some  19  houses  were  disinfested  by  this  Department  and  41  notices 
were  served  on  tenants  and  owners  to  get  rid  of  these  pests.  Of  the  Counci 
houses,  10  were  found  infested  and  cleared. 

As  you  know,  having  now  no  chambers,  I am  unable  to  carry  on  the 
disinfection  of  furniture,  a matter  I much  regret  for  the  sake  of  every  living 
person  in  this  town  ; but  I look  forward  to  a suitable  van  being  provided 
when  the  war  is  over. 


MEAT  INSPECTIONS. 

A Regional  Scheme  of  the  Ministr}^  of  Food  under  the  Livestock  (Res- 
triction on  Slaughtering)  Order  is  centred  at  the  Abattoir  Premises  of  the 
Corporation  and  the  Derby  Co-operative  Society.  The  Centre  includes  the 
County  Borough  of  Derby,  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston,  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Alfreton,  Belper,  Heanor,  Ripley,  Wirksworth,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Belper, 
Repton  (North)  and  Shardlow.  The  position  to-day  is  that  all  meat  sold  in 
these  areas,  whether  fresh  meat  or  fi-ozen  imported  meat,  passes  through  the 
establishments  set  up  in  the  Borough  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  duties  of  inspection,  which  have  been  carried  out  according  to  the 
standard  laid  down  in  Memo.  62 /Foods,  have  occupied  the  whole-time  services 
of  the  two  meat  inspectors  provided  by  the  Corporation.

The  above  Order  necessitates  the  Local  Authority  carrying  out  the 
following  duties  : — Rejiorting  to  the  Chief  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  any  suspected  animals,  precautions  respecting  milk,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  notices  requiring  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  premises 
on  which  there  has  been  an  infected  animal.  The  arrangement  for  the  slaughter 
of  diseased  animals  and  the  payment  of  compensation  are  the  concern  of  the 
Ministry.

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REPORT  OF  BOROUGH  ANALYST. 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  report  of  the  Borough  Analyst  (Mr. 
R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.)  for  the  year  1943  : — 


During  the  year,  182  samples  were  submitted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  consisting  of  157  formal  samples  and  25  informal  samples.  This 
number  represents  sampling  at  the  rate  of  1.27  per  1,000  population- 

Of  the  samples  submitted,  30  (16.5%)  were  classed  as  adulterated  or 
below  standard. 

The  percentage  adulteration  in  the  milk  samples  (11.3%)  is  somewhat 
lower  than  last  year,  when  a figure  of  14.8%  was  returned.  Of  the  15  samples 
classed  as  adulterated,  5 were  found  to  contain  added  water  and  10  were 
deficient  in  fat. 


In  addition  to  the  samples  found  to  be  adulterated,  9 samples,  including 
3 appeal-to-cow  samples,  were  deficient  in  non-fatty  sohds,  4 appeal-to-cow 
samples  were  deficient  in  fat  and  2 appeal-to-cow  samples  were  deficient  in 
both  fat  and  non-fatty-solids.  Application  of  the  freezing  point  test  showed 
the  deficiencies  in  non-fatty-solids  to  be  due  to  natural  causes  and  not  to 
the  addition  of  water.  These  15  samples  were  therefore  classed  as  genuine.

Preservatives. — All  appropriate  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  preservatives.  One  sample  of  beef  sausages  was  stated  to  contain  pre- 
servative but  none  was  present,  and  one  sample  of  pork  sausages  was  found 
to  contain  120  parts  per  million  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  without  declaration. 
The  remaining  samples  were  found  to  conform  with  the  Preservatives  in 
Food  Regulations. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act.— Eighteen  samples  were  submitted  for 
examination  under  the  above  Acts  during  the  year. 

One  informal  sample  of  meat  and  bone  meal  was  found  to  contain  an 
excessive  proportion  of  oil  and  to  be  deficient  in  albuminoids.  A formal 
sample  taken  later  contained  an  excess  of  oil  but  the  deficiencies  in  albuminoids 
and  phosphoric  acid  did  not  exceed  the  permissible  variations.  One  other 
informal  sample  of  meat  and  bone  meal  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  oil 
albuminoids,  and  phosphoric  acid.  The  remaining  samples  were  all  satis- 
factory. 

Miscellaneous. — Two  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  as 
to  previous  heat  treatment.  The  analytical  results  indicated  that  the  milks 
had  been  subjected  to  a temperature  above  that  normally  used  for  pasteurisa- 
tion. They  did  not,  however,  pass  the  Phosphatase  Test,  and  this  seemed 
to  indicate  that  there  had  been  a subsequent  mixing  with  small  quantities 
of  raw  milk. 

233  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  examination  bv 
the  Phosphatase  Test.  Three  samples  were  reported  as  being  grosslv  under- 
treated  or  containing  an  appreciable  quantity  of  raw  milk  and  two  as 
insufficiently  heat  treated  or  as  containing  a small  quantity  of  raw  milk 
The  remaining  samples  were  all  satisfactory.
